John Lennon and Ringo Starr, the Sex Pistols' Johnny Rotten, and an

If the first two tracks are mani- 
festations of the baroque and neo~passe influences, it is with the 
mext four that the band puts the “punk” in “punkabilly.” The first of 
wnese, Che anarchistic anthem, “A Thins or Dity ls a Joy for Never. 
has been banned on the British airwaves as “damaczing to the moral 
Eibve Of greens rocers and preduce, alike. Wie lyrics, ve tie cexu 
tune, ‘Sick:‘With Pestre and Pee e once Co a Dyan Sarena W comprisea 
perfect Petrarchan Sonnet. This fercious tune, written in honor of a 
dead Italian's 674th ee has been’ described by a famous crtic 
as “a contrapuntal fugue on Travesties." As Travesties has been de- 
scribed as “a contrapuntal fugue on Ehe Importance of Being Earnest, 


we can see that the reverberations become absolutely wilde. “The 
Grime on the Ancient Mariner” is a nihilistic ballad, written for 
soprano, alto, and tenor chain saws, auto harp, and voice, whtéh tells 
the story of an elderly Kansas sailor who finally gets his big film 
break as the sea monster in a Japanese remake of Emma, only to be 
torpedoed for forgetting his script. The side closes with a tradi- 
tional blues entitled "Straining the Quality of Mercy," in which the 
bass supplies an unrelenting beat as the vocalist butchers Beethoven's 
Ode to Joy. The piece proves once and for all that blue men can sing 
the whites. Sequencing seems to have been considered:carefully, for 











the second side opens with the hopeful “Taking Arms Against a Sea of 

Troubles.’ The song has received mixed metaphors from the critics. 

The spirits rise as the band moves into “Gaiety Transfiguring All 

į That Bread,” an Eastern influenced ballad about a master-baker who 
is utterly content with “the three doughs that ever is the same." The 
album closes with a nearly ecstatic rendering Of the familiar “Big 
Rock Candy Mountain, “ a nonsensical musical essay which tells the 
story of a graduate school of English that is delighted to welcome 
its returning first family back to their home.
